The  time  given  for  the  preliminaries  at 
our  National  meeting  is  too  long.  The 
Southern  Baptists  and  indeed  all  large 
bodies  of  Christians  are  dispensing  with  a 
lot  of  the  red-tape-time-killing  openings. 
We  meet  to  work  and  not  to  have  a mu 
tial  admiration  society. 

If  we  could  have  fifteen  minutes  given 
to  talks  on  “good  manners,”  “purity  of 
thought,”  “respect  for  women,”  ,,the 
worth  of  the  marriage  vow”  at  the  open- 
ing of  every  lodge,  society  and  church,  it 
would  surely  help  our  people.  Again;  If 
those  who  run  restaurants,  barber  shops, 
and  other  places  would  see  that  all  vul- 
gar talks  were  excluded,  many  of  the 
horable  thoughts  that  Jare  undermin- 
ing our  race  would  die.  The  lynching 
and  burnings  that  are  taking  place  all 
over  this  country  call  for  serious  thought 
amoag  us. 

In  our  15,567  Negro  Baptist  churches 
in  America,  during  the  conventional  i 
year  closing  Aug.  31st,  1900,  we  had  66,650 
accessions— 4 4 members  to  e ac  h i 

church.  In  our  35  churches  in  Africa 
and  3 in  British  Guiana-38  churches,  we 
had  900  additions  23*  members  per  1 
church.  At  home  we  have  every  form  of  { 
printed  matter,  an  open  Bible  and  free-  ' 
dom  to  worship  God  as  seems  best  to  us,  ’ 
while  our  brethren  in  other  lands  are 
hindered,  often  by  what  sesms  unsur-  1 
mounttable  obstlcles  and  yet  they  have 
out  stripped  us  7 to  1.  All  honor  to  our  i 
zealous  hard  working  pastors  at  home,  ] 
and  double  honor  to  our  tried,  hungry  1 
and  oft  neglected  missionaries  abroad.  < 


Rev.  J.  L.  Cohran,  our  National  sta- 
tiction,  shows  that  66,650  were  bap  zed 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  15,567  Negro 
Baptist  churches  during  the  past  con- 
ventional year.  This  wa*  only  4 and  a 
traction  for  each  of  our  churches.  B eth- 
ren!  this  is  too  small  an  ingathering  too 
few,  when  we  see  the  downward  tern,  mey 
of  our  age  and  people.  O,  for  a spl  It  of 
prayer  and  season  of  revivals  ir»  our 
churches.  We  must  implore  the  a d of 
the  Holy  Spirit  in  our  preaching.  Let 
our  watch  meeting  night  be  so  arr;i  ,ged 
as  to  set  fire  to  every  part  of  this  conn-, 
try.  In  His  name  let  us  wrestle  in  prayer 
for  bringing  of  souls  into  Ilis  kingdom.

What  a sight  for  God  and  lan 
to  .behold— while  a century  is  King 
wrapped  in  its  swaddling  bandsanfan 
old  one  stretching  in  the  agonies  of  d<  ath 
a greatful  race  out  of  their  poverty  ->:en 
ready  to  send  light  to  their  heat  ien 
brethren.  From  our  knees  to  the  ork 
of  soul  saving  will  he  a theme,  poet  and 
historians  will  s ng  and  write  about  when 
we  are  dead.

W.  Lewis,  Greer,  Arkansas  i >r  a 
chapel  bell,  all  for  the  same  work.  Tl  ese 
Miss  Delanv  will  take  out  with  her,  so 
to  Dr.  Anderson  and  his  people  for  g .od 
over  coat  for  Bro  Koti. 

Arkansas  Baptists  at  their  S ite 
meeting  held  at  Little  Rock,  Nov.  \ > 25 
raised  $6140  00.  They  gave  Bro.  >ti 
$10?  on  his  trjp  home  and  enoi  glLfcJhiUL 
work  to  make  $195.  Truly  the  6*^  00 
Baptists  of  Arkansas  are  setting  a g >d 
pace  for  the  Baptists  in  otherstates,  who 
number  from  2 to  5 times  as  many. 

There  are  several  reasons  for  this;  tw  » of 
which  we  give.  1st,  More  Negro  Bapt  sts 
in  Arkansas  read  our  ow-n  publications 
and  are  made  to  believe  in  the  possi  41- 
ities  of  the  race.  2nd.  They  let  one  m.  n— 
a godly  man — Dr.  Morris  lead. 

At  our  National  couvcntifn,  heli',  in 
Atlanta  1895  we  raised  $900.  It  was  here 
we  re-organized,  forming  our  present 
board  system.  At  our  St.  Louis  n.  ct- 
ing,  after  six  months  of  the  best  “host- 
ling”  we  were  capable  of,  as  secreta  ry, 
we  raised  $2200.  Here  we  ordered  a e- 
ries  of  Sunday  School  Periodicals  winch 
set  Negro  Baptists  to  thinking,  worki  ng:
